SELECTMEN’S  REPORT. 


The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Over- 
seers of  the  Poor  was  held  Feb.  10,  1917,  and  organized 
with  the  choice  of  Charles  P.  jMaxfield  as  Chairman  and 
John  I.  Bryant  as  Clerk. 

IMiss  Lillian  IL  Simas  was  chosen  as  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 

As  voted  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  (500.00)  dollars  was  appropriated  for  the  purpose 
of  continuing  the  plotting  system  of  the  Town.  Mr.  F.  M. 
Metcalf,  C.  E.,  was  selected  by  the  Assessors  to  have  charge 
of  the  work,  that  part  of  the  Town  south  of  Washington 
Street  commencing  at  Hitch  Street  extending  to  the  Mill 
Road,  thence  extending  south  to  Buzzards  Bay  and  on 
Sconticut  Neck  south  as  far  as  the  part  known  as  the 
Narrows. 

As  voted  by  the  Town  at  its  Annual  Town  fleeting,  the 
bill  presented  by  the  City  of  New  Bedford  for  Fairhaven’s 
part  of , the  maintenance  of  the  New  Bedford  and  Fairhaven 
bridge  for  the  year  1915-1916  amounting  to  $1,880.84  was 
paid,  and  placed  in  the  tax  levy  1917. 

As  voted  by  the  Town  at  its  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the 
bill  presented  by  the  City  of  New  Bedford  for  Fairhaven’s 
part  of  the  maintenance  of  the  Coggeshall  Street  Bridge  for 
the  years  1914-1915-1916,  amounting  to  $421.04  was  paid 
and  placed  in  the  tax  levy  1917. 

As  voted  at  Annual  Town  ]\Ieeting,  the  sum  of  $1,000.00 
was  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  an  automobile  chassis, 
to  be  located  at  the  so-called  Oxford  Engine  House.  The 
Board  of  Fire  Engineers  by  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen 
have  procured  the  same  and  placed  the  apparatus  in  com- 
mission; the  sum  of  $746.06  has  been  paid  on  account,  leav- 
ing a balance  of  $253.94. 

As  the  Town  voted  at  the  Annual  Meeting  to  refer  the 
matter  of  a new  engine  house  and  lot  for  same  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  report  upon  at  some  future  meeting,  the 
Board  would  report  that  owing  to  the  Town  financial  con- 
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ditioii  and  the  cost  of  all  building  material  at  the  present 
time  and  as  the  Town  was  called  upon  to  build  a new  school 
house,  we  would  advise  the  matter  lay  over  until  some  future 
time. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  Town  voted  to  accept 
the  report  of  Selectmen  relative  to  the  laying  out  of  Farm- 
field  Street  from  Cedar  Street  to  the  waters  of  Buzzards 
Bay  and  appropriated  the  sum  of  $2,500.00  for  the  payment 
of  construction  of  street  and  awards  of  damages;  the  said 
amount  was  raised  by  giving  serial  notes. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  Town  voted  to  ac- 
cept the  report  of  Selectmen  relative  to  the  la}dng  out  of 
Adams  Street  from  the  north  side  of  Huttlestone  Avenue  to 
Morton  Street,  and  appropriated  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for 
the  payment  of  construction  of  street  and  awards  of  dam- 
ages, the  said  amount  was  raised  by  giving  serial  notes.  This 
layout  was  called  for  by  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Com- 
missioners who  were  willing  to  build  a cement  slab  road 
from  Huttlestone  Avenue  to  the  Town  of  Acushnet  line  if 
the  Town  would  widen  and  lay  out  the  street  as  they 
recomended.  The  state  continued  the  slab  road  to  Acushnet 
Village.  We  now  have  very  nearly  four  miles  of  one  of  the 
best  roads  there  is  in  Massachusetts. 

At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  April  28,  1913,  the 
citizens  unanimously  voted  that  the  ToAvn  accept  the  trust 
created  by  the  following  provisions  of  the  will  of  the  late 
Henry  H.  Rogers: — 

I give  and  bequeath  to  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  in  the 
State  of  Massachusetts,  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Thousand 
(100,000)  Dollars,  in  trust,  however,  as  a permanent  en- 
dowment fund,  and  I direct  that  the  income  thereof  be  ap- 
plied between  the  maintenance  of  the  Primary  and  Grammar 
Schools  of  the  said  Town  of  Fairhaven.  ' 

In  accordance  with  provisions  of  the  said  will  as  to  the 
management  of  said  Trust  Fund,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
submit  the  following  statement: — 

Received  from  the  Executors  of  the  will  of  the  late 
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Henry  H.  Rogers,  Aug.  12,  1913,  $100,000.  Deposited  same 
in  Fairhaven  National  Hank  at  2 per  cent  interest. 

Invested  Oct.  24,  1913,  $25,000.00  in  New  York  Tele- 
plione  Co.,  first  general  mortgage  ^V'2%  gold  bonds  at  cost 
of  $24,468.75. 

Invested  Oct.  25,  1913,  $25,000.00  in  American  Tele- 
phone and  Telegraph  Co.,  Collateral  Trust  4%  bonds  at  a 
cost  of  $21,937.50. 

Deposited  Dec.  30,  1913,  in  Fairhaven  Institution  for 
Savings  $10,000.00. 

Deposited  Dec.  30,  1913,  in  New  Bedford  Institution  for 
Savings  $10,000.00. 

Deposited  Dec.  30,  1913,  in  New  Bedford  Five  Cent  Sav- 
ings Bank,  $10,000.00. 

Invested  March  13,  1914,  $10,000.00  in  New  England 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Co.,  5%  Gold  Bonds  at  a cost  of 
$10,108.75.

Deposited  Dec.  21,  1914,  $635.00,  balance  of  Trust  Fund 
in  Fairhaven  Institution  for  Savings. 

Income  received  from  Rogers  Trust  Fund  to  Dec.  20, 
1916,  $4,416.64. 

At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  April  28,  1913,  the 
citizens  voted  to  approve  the  action  of  the  Selectmen  in  ac- 
cepting from  the  Executors  of  the  will  of  Sarah  C.  Anthony, 
ten  thousand  (10,000.00)  dollars,  becjueathed  by  her  to 
the  Town  of  Fairhaven  in  trust,  to  be  held  as  a permanent 
fund,  in  memory  of  her  late  husband,  Edmund  Anthony,  Jr., 
the  income  thereof  to  be  devoted  to  educational  purposes,  in 
such  manner  as  the  school  committee  may  from  time  to  time 
determine.

At  Special  Town  meeting  held  June  26,  1917,  the  Town 
voted  to  accept  from  Mr.  Henry  H.  Rogers  the  lot  of  land 
corner  of  Bridge  and  Green  streets,  containing  about  200 
rods,  which  he  so  generously  gave  to  the  Town  for  the  pur- 
pose of  building  the  proposed  school  house  upon.  It  was  also 
voted  that  the  thanks  of  the  Town  be  extended  to  Mr.  Rogers 
for  his  kindness  and  generosity.  The  same  was  attended  to 
by  the  Town  Clerk. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  at  the  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing, tlie  joint  committee  investigated  the  several  locations 
and  kinds  of  school  house  recpiired  to  accommodate  and  take 
care  of  the  increase  of  pupils  that  attend  the  elementary 
schools,  reporting  the  same  at  the  Special  Town  ^Meeting  held 
June  6,  1917. 

At  Special  Town  meeting  held  June  6,  1917,  the  joint 
committee  consisting  of  board  of  selectmen  and  school  com- 
mittee, reported  in  favor  of  building  a one-story  building  on 
lot  given  to  the  Town  by  ]Mr.  II.  H.  Rogers,  corner  of  Bridge 
and  Green  streets,  to  be  built  from  plans  drawn  by  William 
Ta liman,  architect. 

The  Town  voted  to  accept  the  committee’s  report,  and 
voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  thirty-eight  thousand  (38,- 
000. 00}  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  same,  to  be 
paid  by  serial  notes,  two  thousand  (2,000.00)  dollars  to  be 
paid  each  year. 

One  of  the  most  important  sidijects  for  consideration 
and  action  for  the  Board  to  take  action  upon  the  past  year 
was  the  petitions  of  the  Union  Street  Railway  Co.  for  an 
extension  of  tracks  in  the  Town  to  relieve  the  congested  state 
of  travel  that  with  the  presenPfacilities  for  transportation  to 
and  from  Fort  Phoenix  now  exists.  The  Board  of  Select- 
men received  a petition  from  the  Union  Street  Railway  Co. 
for  extension  of  tracks  dated  March  20,  1917.  Said  petition 
after  hearing  held  IMonday,  May  7th,  1917,  at  Town  Hall,  as 
it  was  voted  almost  unanimously  at  said  hearing  not  to  ap- 
prove the  petition  as  asked  for.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  at 
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a meeting  held  May  18,  1917,  considered  said  petition  and 
the  Board  voted  not  to  grant  same. 

At  Annual  Town  meeting,  the  Town  voted  to  accept 
Article  49  in  warrant,  in  reference  to  advisory  committee, 
and  referred  the  matter  of  committee  to  the  Selectmen.  The 
Selectmen  tippointed  the  following  to  act  as  an  advisory  to 
the  Board  on  the  Street  Railway  question.  The  Board 
selected  Daniel  C.'.  Potter,  Walter  C.  Sherman,  David  P. 
Valley,  David  N.  Kelley  and  Ploward  H.  Stillman.  After 
viewing  the  proposed  locations  with  the  Selectmen  they  re- 
ported as  follows: 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: — 

- The  committee  of  citizens  elected  to  confer  and  advise 
with  your  hoard  concerning  more  adequate  facilities  for 
street  railway  service  to  Fort  Phoenix,  having  in  mind  both 
the  desirability  of  cooperation  with  the  street  railway  offi- 
cials and  also  the  necessity  of  carefully  safeguarding  and 
conserving  the  interests  of  the  town,  desires  to  submit  the 
following  recommendations : 

( 1 ) That  any  additional  service  to  Fort  Phoenix  be 

over  a route  essentially  new  and  separate  from  the  existing 
route.  I 

(2)  That  any  additional  or  excessive  use  of  the  Main 
street  grade  crossing  be  strongly  discouraged. 

(3)  That  the  Street  Railway  company  be  prohibited 
from  making  any  connection  south  of  Washington  street 
between  the  existing  route  and  any  new  Fort  Phoenix  route. 

(4)  That  your  board  otfer  the  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany the  privilege  of  laying  new  tracks  as  follows  : in  Middle 
street  between  Huttlestone  avenue  and  Bridge  street;  in 
Bridge  street  between  IMiddle  street  and  Jefferson  street;  in 
Jefferson  street  between  Bridge  street  and  Spring  street;  in 
Pleasant  street  between  Spring  street  and  the  steam  railroad, 
between  Pleasant  street  and  Chestnut  street  across  the  south 
side  of  the  Town  lot  and  thence  over  the  steam  railroad  by 
bridge  at  Chestnut  street  and  continuing  in  Chestnut  street 
by  the  most  direct  course  to  and  into  the  Fort  property. 
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(5)  That  the  street  railway  company  be  offered  the 
privilege  of  laying  double  tracks  south  of  Washington  street. 

(6}  If  this  route  should  be  accepted  the  committee  rec- 
ommends that  Chestnut  street  south  of  the  steam  railroad  be 
suitably  laid  out  and  straightened  to  properly  accommodate 
the  street  railway  traffic.

At  a hearing  held  later  the  Street  Railway  Company 
through  its  president,  Mr.  Crapo,  refused  to  accept  the  re- 
port as  one  that  met  their  approval  and  therefore  refused  to 
petition  for  same,  the  main  reason  as  stated  by  him  was  the 
calling  for  two  separate  lines  in  Fairhaven. 

Later  the  Street  Railway  Company  filed  petition  with 
Board  for  another  location  Avhich  the  Selectmen,  after  con- 
ference with  Mr.  Crapo,  decided  not  to  approve,  and  so  in- 
formed him. 

At  this  time  the  Board  had  filed  with  them  a petition 
of  citizens,  containing  about  two  hundred  names,  claiming 
their  route  would  be  more  equitable  to  all,  than  others  sug- 
gested. The  petition  read  as  follows: 

Connecting  with  the  present  track  on  Fort  Street,  thence 
easterly  to  Chestnut  Street,  thence  northerly  over  the  Steam 
Railway  track  to  Union  Street,  thence  easterly  to  Pleasant 
Street,  thence  northerly  to  Spring  Street,  continuing  north- 
erl}^  through  Jefferson  Street  to  Bridge  Street,  thence  west- 
erly to  Middle  Street,  thence  northerly  to  tracks  on  the 
Bridge.  By  vote  of  the  Board  this  petition  was  forwarded 
to  the  Street  Railway  Company  office. 

The  route  suggested  by  the  citizens  met  with  the  aj)- 
proval  of  the  Street  Railway  Company,  and  they  sent  to  the 
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Board  another  petition  containing  two  routes  for  the  citizens 
at  hearing  to  select  the  one  they  a{)prove  of;  said  hearing 
was  held  Oct.  22,  1917.  The  route  selected  and  approved 
Avas  the  alternative  mentioned  in  the  petition. 

Immediately  after  the  hearing  petitions  Avere  filed  Avith 
the  ToAvn  protesting  the  use  of  Chestnut  Street  north  of  rail- 
read  track  and  Farmfield  Street  for  the  use  of  tracks  in  said 
streets. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  are  A^ery  anxious  to  have  the 
({uestion  settled,  they  desire  to  do  that  AAdiich  aauII  be  for 
the  best  interest  of  the  Town  and  give  to  the  Street  Raihvay 
Company  a chance  to  relieve  the  i)i*esent  congestion  during 
the  summer  months.  The  Selectmen  expect  to  come  to  some 
decision  very  soon. 

In  accordance  Avith  the  vote  at  Annual  Toavii  Meeting, 
that  certain  sideAvalks  J)e  constructed  under  the  laAv  for  pay- 
ment of  same,  the  Board  made  contract  for  building  grano- 
lithic sideAvalks  Avhere  instructed  by  the  Toavii.  The  sum  of 
One  Thousand  (1,000)  Dollars  Avas  appropriated  for  pay- 
ment of  same.  The  bills  are  paid  on  same  to  Jan.  1,  1918, 
leaving  a balance  in  treasury  of  Tavo  Hundred  Fifty-four 
42-100  (254.52)  Dollars. 

At  Special  Toavii  ^Meeting  held  Oct.  29,  1917,  the  Toavii 
voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  TAventy-five  Hundred  (2500) 
Dollars  for  the  purpose  of  equipping  the  so-called  ]\Iassa- 
chusetts  State  Guards  Company.  The  amount  Avas  raised 
by  note  payable  in  November  1918. 

The  Selectmen  call  the  attention  of  the  citizens  and  tax 
payers  of  the  ToAAm  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  Toaaui. 
Our  Toavii  debt  is  increasing  and  about  up  to  the  debt  limit. 
All  departments  of  the  Toaaui  are  increasing  their  expense 
accounts,  oAving  to  the  much  larger  cost  of  all  necessary  sup- 
plies, and  the  State  Legislature  making  laAvs  that  compel  the 
Toavii  to  furnish  support  for  an  increasing  number,  Avhich 
formally  Avere  self-supporting.  The  Board  most  earnestly 
request  the  citizens  to  investigate  and  act  upon  the  same 
in  a conservative  and  as  a business  matter. 
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As  part  of  the  re(iuiremeiits  of  the  Town  for  the  coming

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REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT. 

'J4ie  Board  oh'  Selectmen  had  charge  of  tlie  Street  De- 
par  tinent  Avork  the  j>ast  year  and  selected  to  have  cliarge  of 
the  Avork  as  foreman,  Henry  C.  Pierce,  A\dio  superintended 
tlie  ma('adamizing  and  resurfacing  the  streets  and  William 
H.  Bryant  had  charge  of  the  general  repairs  on  same. 

The  Street  Department  has  given  its  usual  attention  to 
keeping  the  streets  and  gutters  clean  and  tidy,  and  as  it 
makes  cjuite  an  item  in  the  street  department  expense  ac- 
count, the  Board  requests  the  citizens  to  refrain  as  much  as 
possible  from  using  the  streets  and  gutters  as  a dumping 
l)lace,  it  would  not  only  give  the  streets  a better  appearance 
but  Ave  should  all  do  Avhat  Ave  can  to  keep  up  the  general 
character  of  our  toAvn  for  cleanliness.  ' 

To  retain  the  top  covering  of  our  street  and  prevent  the 
same  from  being  bloAvn  from  the  surface  of  our  higliAvays 
and  also  as  a sanitary  feature,  the  department  continued  the 
use  of  oil  on  our  higliAvay  Avhere  most  needed.  For  that  pur- 
pose 10,116  gallons  of  Standard  road  oil  Avas  purchased  and 
applied  to  the  streets  undei;  pressure  by  the  Standard  Oil  Co. 
Auto  Sprinkler  machine  at  a cost  of  $859.86. 

As  the  Toaaui  voted  $1,500.00  for  the  purchase  of  oil  or 
some  other  top  covering  the  balance  Avas  used  for  the  pur- 
chase of  tar. 

As  instructed  at  Annual  Toavu  meeting  the  street  depart- 
ment have  macadamized  that  part  of  Bridge  street  betAveen 
the  parts  of  said  street  that  Avas  macadamized  last  year.  The 
sum  of  tAvo  thousand  (2,000.00)  dollars  Avas  appropriated  for 
that  purpose. 

As  instructed  at  Annual  Toavu  meeting  the  street  depart- 
ment have  resurfaced  that  part  of  Sconticut  Neck  road  from 
the  railroad  bridge  south;  the  sum  of  three  thousand 
(3,000.00)  dollars,  Avas  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

As  the  Toavu  voted  to  approve  at  Special  ToAAm  meeting 
held  Oct.  29,  1917,  of  the  agreement  made  betAA^een  the 
County  Commissioners  and  the  Selectmen  for  the  continuance 
of  the  macadam  on  said  road,  the  Toaaui  voted  to  appropriate 
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the  Slim  of  three  thousand  (8,000.00)  dollars  to  he  refunded 
back  to  the  Town  by  the  County  of  Bristol,  before  the  first 
of  April,  1918,  the  said  $8,000.00  was  raised  by  note  for  pay- 
ment of  said  appropriation. 

To  continue  the  macadam  on  Sconticiit  Neck.  The 
Board  of  Selectmen  met  the  State  Highway  Commission  at 
Taunton  and  there  the  said  State  Commission  agreed  with 
the  Selectmen  to  allow  the  Town  Three  Thousand  (8,000) 
Dollars  providing  tlie  County  allowed  the  same.  This 
gives  the  sum  of  Nine  Thousand  (9,000)  Dollars  for  the 
macadamizing  of  that  highway.  The  amount  from  State  is 
under  condition  that  their  engineers  have  certain  prelimi- 
naries over  the  work. 

The  main  work  done  by  the  general  highway  depart- 
ment the  past  year  has  been  resurfacing  the  streets,  build- 
ing a great  many  streets  and  raising  same  with  cinders. 
This  we  find  makes  a very  good  road  and  sidewalk  and  are 
an  improvement  over  any  common  one  after  they  are  covered 
with  screenings ; all  the  streets  have  been  resurfaced  by  the 
use  of  tar  as  binder. 

The  attention  of  the  citizens  is  called  to  the  law  which 
prohibits  placing  aii}^  rubbish  or  material  in  the  highways  of 
the  Town.  As  many  of  our  citizens,  janitors  of  our  public  ^ 
buildings  and  churches  have  been  in  the  habit  of  cleaning 
their  yards  and  lawns  of  grass,  leaves,  etc.,  then  raking  or 
sweeping  the  same  into  the  streets,  this  law  applies.  Trust- 
ing this  notice  Avill  be  sufficient,  and  that  we  all  use  barrels 
in  which  to  place  our  refuse  in  the  future,  by  so  doing  it  will 
be  received  by  the  ash  cart. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  the  citizens  of  the  Town 
do  all  they  can  to  separate  the  waste  paper  from  the  ashes. 
Perhaps  if  they  would  burn  the  paper,  or  have  a separate 
barrel  or  box  to  place  the  paper  in,  it  would  help  the  matter ; 
but  we  are  fully  satisfied  something  must  be  done  to  abate 
the  nuisance  which  now  exists.

Early  in  the  Fall  Dr.  Andrew  N.  Bruckshaw  was  called 
to  the  colors  which  left  a vacancy  on  the  Board,  which  was 
filled  by  the  election  of  Dr.  Lester  AV.  Horne  by  the  re- 
maining Board  and  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  term  ending 
Feb.  1,  1918. 

The  number  of  Tul)erculous  cases  reported  cause  the 
most  expense  to  the  Town ; an  expense  that  cannot  be  avoided 
on  account  of  existing  state  laws.

Gentlemen : — 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  herewith  present  their  an- 
nual report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1917. 

During  the  past  year,  the  department  has  answered  32 
still  alarms  and  13  bell  alarms. 

Owing  to  the  exceptional  increase  in  the  cost  of  main- 
tenance, material,  labor,  etc.,  the  appropriation  made  at  the 
last  Annual  Town  ^Meeting  has  been  considerably  overrun. 
At  this  same  time,  $1,000.00  was  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
chase of  an  automobile  chassis,  for  the  No.  2 Engine  House, 
located  on  Oxford  Street.  The  machine  was  secured  for  the 
above  amount  and  is  now  in  commission  and  in  perfect  con- 
dition. 

liecommended  that  the  Town  appropriate  this  year 
$5,000  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Fire  Department,  $1,000 
for  the  purchase  of  new  fire  hose,  also  $7,500  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a motor  pumping  engine  which  we  deem  an  absolute 
necessity  for  the  efficiency  of  the  Fire  Department.

Dear  Sirs; — 

I hereby  submit  my  report  as  Inspector  of  Animals  for 
the  Town  of  Fairhaven. 

During’  the  past  year  I have  inspected  1,037  animals, 
of  which  587  were  dairy  cows,  199  young  cattle,  20  bulls, 
6 oxen,  221  swine,  and  4 goats.  Only  one  case  of  tubercu- 
losis was  reported  to  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry.  The 
animal  was  slaughtered,  and  the  premises  properly  disin- 
fected. The  owner  was  paid  by  the  state  for  the  loss.  Sev- 
eral other  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  suspected,  however, 
and  I advised  the  owners  to  have  the  animals  slaughtered. 
In  each  case  post-mortem  examination  proved  that  the  dis- 
ease was  present,  and  the  premises  were  cleansed  and  dis- 
infected. 

In  August  an  epidemic  of  cholera  broke  out  among  hogs, 
during  which  the  disease  was  found  on  the  premises  of  ten 
hog  owners.  All  animals  found  diseased  were  slaughtered, 
and  all  suspected  cases  isolated.  The  premises  were  disin- 
fected and  properly  cleaned  up,  subsequent  visits  being  made 
to  see  that  this  had  been  thoroughly  done. 

At  the  time  of  the  general  inspection  many  improve- 
ments with  regard  to  ventilation,  light,  white  washing,  drain- 
age, and  general  cleaning  up  of  stables,  were  recommended 
and  these  have  been  carried  out  in  every  case  where  it  was 
imssible  for  the  owner  to  do  so. 

I was  unable  to  make  a report  last  January,  as  the  books 
for  the  general  inspection  were  not  sent  until  February  in- 
stead of  October  as  in  previous  years.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Fairhaven,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : — Herewith  is  submitted  my  sixth  annual 
report,  the  twenty-first  in  the  series  of  superintendent’s  re- 
ports since  the  formation  of  the  union  with  Mattapoisett  and 
Acushnet. 

The  Outlook  published  recently  an  interview  with  the 
principal  of  one  of  the  New  York  city  public  schools,  in 
which  was  a statement  worthy  of  consideration  in  connection 
with  a school  report.  Said  the  principal, — ‘‘This  war  is  for 
children. — We  are  ready  to  sacrifice  life  itself — lives  and 
lives  and  lives — all  for  children.  Could  not  we  ourselves 
stand  tyranny  for  a little  while?  Could  any  regime  be  so 
hard  for  us  that  we  could  not  live  under  it  for  the  length  of 
our  own  days?  Would  we  not  suffer  oppression  so  we 
would  not  suffer  death?  Ah,  it  is  for  the  children  that  our 
men  have  gone  out  to  fight  for  our  country — and  for  the 
Avorld.  We  must  defeat  Germany  for  the  sake  of  our  chil- 
dren. This  Avar  must  be  fought  to  a finish  for  the  liberty 
of  our  children  and  of  the  children  all  OA^er  the  Avorld.” 

The  statement  is  profoundly  true.  America  has  entered 
the  Avar  not  primarily  for  benefits  that  Avill  accrue  to  men 
and  Avomen  of  today,  but  that  their  children  and  those  after 
them  may  live  in  the  era  of  permanent  peace,  under  a dem- 
ocratic form  of  government,  secure  from  the  evils  of  mili- 
tarism. Realization  of  this  truth  Avill  lead  to  increased 
consideration  of  the  problem  of  maintaining  the  schools  on 
a high  level  of  efficiency,  even  during  these  difficult  Avar 
times.  It  is  obAuous  that  if  sacrifices  are  being  made  for  the 
future  opportunities  of  children,  children  must  be  prepared 
for  these  opportunities.  The  public  schools  have  alAAmys 
been  supported  to  train  boA^s  and  girls  for  the  duties  of 
citizenship.  These  years  of  Avar  are  furnishing  one  test  of 
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the  value  of  the  training  received.  The  years  of  peace,  when 
they  come,  will  furnish  a more  critical  test  than  has  any 
time  of  the  past.  In  every  department  of  activity  there  will 
])e  need  of  better  trained  minds  than  ever  before.  There 
will  be  a world  to  be  rebuilt,  thousands  of  trained  men,  the 
flower  of  our  youth,  to  be  replaced,  leaders  to  be  educated, 
if  the  United  States  is  to  have  the  leadership  in  the  world’s 
affairs  which  its  interests  and  importance  demand.  The 
patriotic  far-seeing  citizen  will  be  more  interested  in  the 
schools  this  year  than  ever  before.

Expenditures  have  increased  $1,532.46  over  last  }^ear.  An 
analysis  shows  this  increase  is  found  mainly  in  the  cost  of 
three  items,  viz. — teaching,  fuel,  and  books  and  supplies. 
Teaching  cost  more  $580.60,  books  and  supplies  by  $484.43 
and  fuel  by  $395.32,  the  three  items  totalling  $1,460.35. 
Teaching  cost  more  because  of  the  new  room  opened  at  Ox- 
ford in  September,  and  the  raise  in  teachers’  salaries  made 
effective  in  November.  The  other  items  cost  more  because 
of  the  advance  in  purchasing  prices. 

In  estimating  the  cost  of  schools  for  next  year  the  fol- 
loAving  facts  must  be  taken  into  consideration: 

1 —  Two  additional  teachers  will  be  employed  in  the  new 
building.  They  will  cost  at  least  $1,200. 

2 —  The  increase  of  the  minimum  and  maximum  salaries 
of  teachers  to  $550  and  $650  respectively  will  cost  at  least 
$750  annually.  This  estimate  is  based  on  the  assumption  that 
25%  of  the  corps  will  be  engaged  at  less  than  the  maximum. 

3 —  Fuel  has  cost  only  $395  more  this  year  owing  to  the 
purchase  of  coal  on  contract  until  June,  1917.  We  have  no 
contract  this  year.  It  is  probable  that  with  the  additional 
coal  needed  for  the  new  building  coal  will  cost  at  least  $500 
more  next  year. 

4 —  Janitors’  salaries  will  cost  more  by  $360,  including 
the  increase  for  the  new  building. 

5 —  The  cost  of  labor  and  materials  will  increase  cost  of 
necessary  repairs  and  other  items  at  least  $200. 

The  total  increase  called  for  by  the  above  items  is  $3,010. 
It  will  be  absolutely  impossible  to  maintain  the  schools  on 
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their  present  level  of  efficiency  without  an  appropriation  of 
$24,000.

The  enrollment  for  September  of  the  current  year  was 
1221  as  against  1195  last  year,  while  in  December  the  en- 
rollment was  1263  and  the  average  membership,  1164,  com- 
pared with  1275  and  1182  in  1916.  Explanation  of  the  fact 
that  the  school  year  began  with  an  increased  enrollment  and 
now  shows  a decrease  over  the  number  at  the  same  time  last 
year  is  not  hard  to  find.  It  is  not  due  to  decrease  in  school 
population  but  to  the  large  number  of  pupils  who  have  left 
school  to  go  to  work.  Last  year  in  December  there  were  65 
pupils  over  14  years  of  age  in  the  grades;  this  year  there 
were  21.  The  high  cost  of  living  and  the  liberal  wages 
offered  children  are  responsible.  The  same  condition  obtains 
everywhere. 

New  Building. 

Despite  the  slight  decrease  in  enrollment,  the  new  build- 
ing is  much  needed.  Three  of  the  four  rooms  will  be  occu- 
pied as  soon  as  finished.  Completion  has  been  delayed  by 
difficulties  in  securing  labor  and  materials  incident  to  the 
times.  It  is  expected  now  that  the  building  will  be  ready 
to  use  on  or  soon  after  March  1st. 
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The  town  is  indebted  to  Mr.  H.  H.  Rogers  for  the  gift  of 
a building  site.  This  assistance  is  especially  appreciated  at 
a time  when  building  costs  are  almost  prohibitive.  A con- 
siderable snm  of  money  will  be  needed  to  grade  the  lot. 
AVhen  this  has  been  done  the  school  will  have  a desirable 
site  and  that  section  of  the  town  will  be  much  improved. 
Tlie  location  of  the  building  is  excellent  because  it  will  ac- 
commodate the  increasing  population  of  this  part  of  the 
town  and,  at  the  same  time,  enable  the  convenient  housing  of 
any  overflow  of  pupils  from  either  Oxford  or  the  Center. 

The  building  is  of  the  single-story  type,  a type  growing 
in  favor  ail  over  the  country.  Several  have  been  erected  in 
^lassachnsetts  this  year.  Among  its  advantages  may  be 
mentioned  (1)  its  absolute  freedom  from  fire  danger  to  the 
children,  owing  to  each  room  having  a direct  exit  to  the 
yard,  (2)  the  easy  and  effective  supervision  of  the  pupils  at 
all  times  because  cloak  rooms,  toilets,  etc.,  are  all  on  the 
same  floor  with  schoolrooms,  (3)  an  assembly  hall  into  which 
each  schoolroom  opens,  thereby  enabling  union  opening  ex- 
ercises, special  day  observances,  exhibits,  etc.,  to  be  held 
without  inconvenience  and  loss  of  time  in  traversing  stairs. 
A further  advantage  lies  in  the  fact  that  rooms  may  be  added 
more  cheaply  than  to  the  conventional  type.  The  present 
})uilding  is  planned  for  an  addition  of  three  rooms.  More 
might  be  added.  It  is  certain,  also,  that  a single-story  build- 
ing with  an  assembly  hall  can  be  erected  at  lower  cost  than 
one  of  two  or  more  stories.  Modern  schools  have  an  as- 
sembly hall.  Although  architectural  beauty  is  not  claimed 
as  an  ad^^antage  of  the  single-story  type,  when  the  present 
])uilding  is  completed  and  the  grading  finished  according  to 
plans,  its  appearance  will  be  entirely  creditable. 

When  completed  two  rooms  will  be  used  at  once  to  re- 
lieve the  congestion  at  the  Washington  Street  School.  The 
same  conditions  obtain  there  as  for  two  years  past.  In  two 
first  and  two  second  grades  are  more  than  fifty  pupils  per 
teacher.  It  is  planned  to  form  a first  and  a second  grade, 
made  up  of  pupil's  living  at  an  accessible  distance  from  the 
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new  building.  This  Avill  relieve  the  congestion  at  Washing- 
ton Street  and  enable  a full  daily  session  for  the  first  grades 
of  both  buddings.  Grades  seven  and  eight,  now  at  the  old 
High,  will  also  be  housed  in  the  new  building. 

Teachers. 

The  problem  of  securing  strong  teachers  for  our  salaries, 
a difficult  one  in  normal  times,  has  been  extremely  serious 
this  year.  Eighteen  changes  have  occurred  since  the  last 
report.  Sixteen  of  these  were  in  the  grades,  one  in  the  High 
school,  and  one  in  the  manual  training  department.  Only 
eleven  of  the  twenty-four  grade  teachers  were  in  the  corps 
last  year.  Five  rooms  have  each  had  three  different  teachers. 
To  parents  interested  in  the  progress  of  their  children,  to 
citizens  who  appreciate  the  far-reaching  importance  of  good 
schools,  these  facts  speak  for  themselves;  to  others  comment 
upon  them  would  be  futile. 

Salaries  of  teachers  were  advanced  in  November.  The 
minimum  salary  is  now  $550;  the  maximum,  $650.  The  in- 
crease was  necessary  in  order  to  retain  teachers  and  give 
them  a living  wage.  Board  now  costs  $8  to  $8.50  per  week. 
The  purchasing  power  of  money  has  so  decreased  that,  with 
the  increase  in  board,  present  salaries  will  really  net  less  than 
the  former  ones.  It  needs  to  be  understood  that  the  situa- 
tion in  respect  to  teachers  is  unusual.  There  are  fewer  good 
teachers  available  than  ever  before  because  so  many  have 
withdrawn  froom  the  service  to  accept  business  positions 
vacated  by  young  men  who  have  been  called  to  the  colors, 
and  because  many  of  the  brightest  young  Avomen  have 
abandoned  a teaching  career  for  more  lucratiAm  employment. 
Tour  superintendent  has  engaged  28  neAV  teachers  in  his 
district  since  the  last  school  report  was  issued.  The  worn 
statement,  “Good  teachers  are  scarce,”  has  assumed  new 
meaning  to  him.  In  so  far  as  this  general  scarcity  relates  to 
Fairhaven,  it  is  to  be  remembered  that  all  the  larger  places 
and  many  of  the  smaller  ones  have  increased  salaries  sev- 
eral times  in  the  last  Hvo  years.  Fairhaven  has  had  rather 
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more  than  its  share  of  strong  teachers  in  the  past  at  less  than 
standard  prices.  The  reputation  of  the  town,  its  public 
l)uildings  and  educational  traditions,  its  value  as  a place 
from  which  to  advance,  have  attracted  strong  beginners 
from  the  normal  schools,  promising  young  teachers  from 
outside  the  state,  and  teachers  with  one  or  two  years  of  ex- 
perience, who  wished  a strategic  point  from  which  to  go  to 
a first  class  position.  This  situation  will  doubtless  continue 
in  some  degree,  but  the  types  of  teachers  mentioned  can  now, 
as  a rule,  secure  our  maximum  without  waiting  for  an  in- 
termediate step.  The  conditions  given,  and  others  that 
might  be  mentioned,  will  make  it  practically  impossible  to 
retain  strong  teachers  in  Fairhaven  at  present  salaries. 
Unless  provision  is  made  for  greater  expenditures,  the  near, 
future  will  certainly  witness  a deterioration  in  our  schools. 
The  increase  already  granted  Avill  help,  if  able  to  be  con- 
tinued, but  it  is  not  enough.  Our  maximum  is  the  minimum 
of  New  Bedford,  while  75%  of  the  grade  teachers  of  that  city 
receive  $900.  Living  expenses  in  Fairhaven  are  not  lower 
than  in  New  Bedford.  There  ought  to  be  such  a margin  in 
our  appropriation  that  teachers  who  are  refined,  well-trained, 
skillful,  who  are  deeply  in  earnest,  wlio  possess  initiative,  and 
who  labor  with  undivided  interest  to  give  their  utmost  to  the 
children,  be  retained  in  service,  when  possible,  for  a 
maximum  of  at  least  $750. 

Fundamentall}^  the  problem  of  good  schools  is  that  of 
retaining  a strong  teaching  force.  In  providing  the  funds 
to  do  this  a town  will  advance  immeasurably  its  means  of 
conserving  childhood.  Here  is  a chance  for  the  most  patriotic 
form  of  conservation.  Says  State  Superintendent  Joyner 
of  North  Carolina,  ‘‘In  this  time  of  war  it  is  of  transcendent 
importance  to  take  proper  precautions  against  the  starva- 
tion of  the  bodies  of  ourselves  and  of  our  allies  by  increas- 
ing the  production  of  food  and  conserving  food  supplies, 
but  let  us  not  forget  to  take  proper  precautions  also  against 
the  starvation  of  the  minds  and  souls  of  our  children  by 
the  preservation  and  conservation  of  the  means  of  education. 
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Let  us  not  forget  that  the  preservation  and  perpetuation  of 
the  freedom  and  the  civilization  we  shall  save  by  victory, 
that  the  rapid  repair  of  the  waste  and  wreck  and  ruin  of 
war,  that  preparation  for  the  new  duties  of  the  finer  civiliza- 
tion that  shall  follow,  demand  the  proper  education  of  the 
present  generation  of  children.” 

Among  the  changes  in  the  teaching  corps  one  deserves 
especial  mention.  In  June  Miss  Sara  B.  Clarke,  Principal  of 
the  Rogers  School,  retired  from  active  duty.  For  nearly 
twenty  years  IMiss  Clarke  rendered  splendid  service  in  this 
position.  She  brought  to  her  work  excellent  scholarship, 
breadth  of  sympathy,  intense  earnestness  and  unfailing 
cheerfulness.  Only  those  Avho  understand  how  great  is  the 
power  of  personal  contact  between  a teacher  and  her  pupils 
can  realize  the  wonderful  influence  she  exerted  during  this 
tim. 

Miss  Bessie  C.  Verder  was  elected  by  the  Committee  as 
the  successor  of  Miss  Clarke.  In  making  this  choice  the 
Committee  acted  on  first-hand  knowledge  of  the  qualifica- 
tions of  the  candidate.  For  ten  years  Miss  Verder  was  a 
highly  successful  teacher  in  Fairhaven  High  School  and  as 
such  won  the  high  respect  of  parents  and  school  officials. 
Her  work  as  Principal  has  thus  far  justified  in  every  way 
the  hope  and  expectation  of  the  Committee. 

School  Work. 

While  no  formal  changes  have  been  made  in  the  course 
of  study  during  the  year  efforts  have  been  made  to  improve 
the  quality  of  the  results  secured. 

At  the  Rogers  and  the  Old  High  School  a beginning  has 
been  made  in  the  use  of  the  Courtis  Standard  Practice  Tests 
in  arithmetic.  These  tests  place  before  pupils  from  grades 
four  to  eight,  inclusive,  definite  standards  of  accuracy  and 
speed  in  the  four  fundamental  operations.  These  are  applied 
individually.  When  a pupil  has  reached  the  standard  of  his 
grade  in  a set  of  operations,  he  goes  forward  to  the  next. 
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'without  relation  to  the  work  of  the  other  members  of  his 
class.  In  this  ^vay  the  progress  of  each  pupil  is  assured. 

At  the  Oxford  School  the  Ayres  Spelling  Tests  have 
been  given  all  grades  from  two  to  seven,  inclusive.  The  re- 
sults were  favorable  to  the  standing  of  the  school.  In  near- 
ly every  grade  the  average  was  higher  than  the  average  of 
the  eighty-four  cities,  upon  the  results  in  which  the  stand- 
ards are  based.  Considering  the  fact  that  11%  of  the  chil- 
dren of  this  school  are  foreign-born,  and  55%  have  foreign- 
born  parents,  this  record  in  English  spelling  is  remarkably 
good. 

In  both  the  Oxford  and  Kogers  Schools  some  splendid 
work  has  been  done  in  the  teaching  of  “thrift.”  This  sub- 
ject, required  b.v  law  to  be  taught,  has  assumed  unusual  im- 
portance in  its  relation  to  the  war.  In  each  of  the  schools 
two  teachers  were  designated  to  outline  a general  plan  to 
be  used  as  a guide  to  the  teaching  in  all  the  rooms  of  their 
building.  In  each  case  the  teachers  selected  rendered  valu- 
able service.  Their  outlines  are  worthy  much  wider  use 
than  in  Fairhaven.  One  of  them  is,  in  fact,  being  used  in 
certain  classes  of  a nearby  city. 

^Measuring  scales  for  handwriting  have  been  introduced 
in  both  the  Kogers  and  Oxford  Schools.  These  enable  each 
pupil,  with  the  sanction  of  his  teacher,  to  measure  and  score 
the  quality  of  his  penmanship,  by  comparing  it  with  stand- 
ard specimens,  secured  b}"  testing  and  grading  the  hand- 
writing of  thousands  of  pupils. 

In  the  eighth  grade  at  the  Rogers  School  a course  in 
Occupations  is  being  given.  Quoting  from  the  report  of  the 
Principal:  “This  course  is  intended  to  awaken  the  pupil’s 
interest  in  the  community  life,  to  lead  him  to  have  a health- 
ful respect  for  every  honest  occupation,  and  to  induce  him 
to  consider  at  an  early  age  what  his  part  in  the  world’s 
work  shall  be,  thereby  enabling  him  to  take  advantage  of 
any  vocational  guidance  that  may  be  available  during  the 
remainder  of  his  school  course.  The  broadening  of  the 
vocational  horizon  leading  to  a preference  for  some  partic- 
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iilar  occupation  will  tend,  of  necessity,  to  a thoughtful  and 
wise  selection  of  a high  school  course.  Vocational  guidance, 
as  it  is  furthered  by  the  study  of  Occupations,  is  nothing 
that  can  be  settled  once  and  for  all  in  any  school  grade ; for 
most  pupils  will  have  during  the  last  four  years  of  public 
school  life  more  than  one  occupation  under  consideration. 
The  child  will  of  necessity  be  tr3dng  himself  out.  This,  how- 
ever, does  not  lessen  the  value  of  an  earl}^  choice.  The  fact 
that  he  has  made  such  a choice  will  add  zest  to  all  school 
work.  The  result  of  all  guidance  given  during  school  life 
ought  to  be  a material  reduction  in  the  number  of  misfits  in 
after  j^ears.  Fewer  pupils  ought  to  say  upon  leaving  school, 
‘‘I  do  not  know  what  I want  to  do.” 

High  School. 

The  total  enrollment  thus  far  this  year  is  264  as  against 
258  last  year.  Of  this  number  200  are  from  Fairhaven,  40 
from  Mattapoisett,  16  from  Acushnet,  and  eight  from  Roch- 
ester. 

In  general  the  work  of  the  school  has  been  pursued  along 
the  same  lines  as  previously.  One  modification  of  the  course 
of  study  has  been  made,  viz : a re-arrangement  of  the  courses 
in  sewing  and  cooking  so  as  to  permit  the  lower  classes  to 
have  a larger  amount  of  sewing.  The  net  result  of  the 
change  is  the  offer  of  a maximum  course  of  three  years  in 
sewing  instead  of  two,  as  formerly. 

The  record  of  the  school  in  its  relation  to  the  war  is 
worthy  of  just  pride.  From  the  beginning  an  intensely  patri- 
otic spirit  has  pervaded  it,  pupils  and  teachers  alike  desiring 
to  be  of  service. 

Worthy  of  first  place  in  a statement  of  the  patriotic 
efforts  of  the  school  is  the  fact  that  88  former  members  are 
now  by  enlistment  or  draft  in  the  country’s  service.  This  is 
a splendid  record  considering  the  size  of  the  school.  The 
girls  of  the  sewing  class  have  designed  and  nearly  completed 
a beautiful  Service  Flag  to  remind  us  of  what  these  young 
men  are  doing. 
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One  direction  of  the  service  has  been  along  the  line  of 
food  conservation.  In  the  spring  Miss  Strong  attended  the 
Institute,  held  in  Brookline  High  School  under  the  auspices 
of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  to  give  special  instruction 
in  canning  and  ways  of  preventing  waste.  These  subjects 
were  especiall}"  emphasized  in  her  classes  during  the  rest  of 
the  year,  and  the  Avork  Avas  modified  so  that  every  girl  in 
school  had  extra  instruction  in  these  topics  before  school 
closed.  Soon  after  school  closed  Miss  Strong  gave  tAvo 
canning  demonstrations  open  to  tlie  public.  They  Avere  Avell 
attended.  This  fall  the  school  assisted  in  the  canvass  to  get 
signatures  to  the  Food  Administration  Cards.  In  the  lunch 
room  food  conservation  is  taught  by  example,  the  Avheatless 
and  meatless  days  being  faithfully  obserA^ed. 

The  tAvo  Liberty  Bond  campaigns  haA^e  found  the  school 
responsive.  During  the  first  one  the  Senior  Class  of  1917, 
of  its  OAAui  initiatiA^e,  gaA^e  up  its  class  banquet  and  put  the 
money  thus  saA^ed,  together  Avith  a sum  intended  to  be  used 
in  purchasing  a gift  for  the  school,  into  tAvo  bonds.  Some- 
time the  proceeds  of  these  Avill  be  used  to  purchase  the  gift. 
During  the  second  campaign  the  pupils  conducted  a meeting 
in  the  Assembly  Hall  and  raised  enough  money  by  subscrip- 
tion to  purchase  two  more  bonds,  Avhich  Avere  giA'en  the  school. 
The  Athletic  Association  used  a treasury  balance  to  buy  tAvo 
bonds.  Fifty-seA^en  pupils  of  the  school  OAAm  one  or  more 
bonds. 

One  hundred -and  fifteen  pupils,  over  40%  of  the  total 
enrollment,  are  members  of  the  Red  Cross. 

, A girls’  Patriotic  League  AAuth  75  members  has  recently 
been  formed  in  the  school. 

Health  Supervision. 

AVhen  the  ToAAm  appropriated  money  toAvard  the  salary 
of  a community  nurse,  thus  enabling  the  Community  Nurse 
Association  to  continue  its  employment  of  one,  it  did  some- 
thing A^ery  beneficial  to  the  schools.  Thereby  an  arrange- 
ment Avas  made  possible  Avhich  secured  for  them  more  regular 
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aud  adequate  health  supervision  than  was  possible  before. 
One  result  of  this  is  that  the  general  condition  of  the  children 
with  reference  to  the  minor  diseases,  such  as  pediculosis,  im- 
petigo, itch,  etc.,  has  greatly  improved.  While  it  is  true  that 
we  apparent always  have  contagious  diseases  like  measles, 
mumps,  whooping  cough,  etc.,  prevalent,  it  is  certain  that 
fewer  pupils  are  exposed  to  them  than  formerly.  When  pos- 
sible the  nurse  visits  each  school  weekly.  Many  suspicious 
cases  of  these  diseases  have  been  discovered  by  her  and  sent 
home  or  referred  to  the  school  physician  for  examination. 

In  addition  to  these  duties  she  has  performed  minor 
surgical  dressings  for  cuts,  bruises,  etc.,  given  talks  on  gen- 
eral hygiene  and  personal  cleanliness,  assisted  in  the  en- 
forcement of  the  vaccination  law,  and  aided  the  school  phy- 
sician in  whatever  individual  examinations  he  has  been  able 
to  give.  The  results  of  the  examination  of  the  children  by 
the  school  physician  and  nurse  are  as  follows :

Cases  of  Defective  Eyesight 16 

Cases  of  Impetigo 20

Cases  of  Miscellaneous  Diseases 31 


In  all  the  nurse  has  made  121  visits  to  the  schools  and 
looked  after  the  treatment  of  391  cases  of  minor  diseases. 
Of  equal  or  greater  importance  have  been  the  488  follow-up 
visits  to  the  homes.  Examination  without  oral  discussion 
of  the  result  with  parents  is  in  the  majority  of  cases  rela- 
tively valueless.  Wholly  or  partly  from  the  visits  to  the 
homes  has  been  brought  about  the  treatment  of  ten  children 
for  tonsils  and  adenoids,  the  fitting  of  six  children  with 
glasses,  the  treatment  of  five  children  at  the  orthopedic 
clinic.  In  addition  one  child  eight  years  of  age,  who  had 
never  been  to  school,  was  sent  to  the  Canton  School  for 
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Crippled  Children,  five  families  were  reported  to  the  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  nurse,  also.  Emergency  Kits 
have  been  placed  in  each  of  the  grade  buildings. 

The  Community  Nurse  has  proven  her  value  in  the 
schools  as  well  as  in  the  community  at  large.  It  is  earnestly 
hoped  that  her  work  ma.y  be  continued. 

Miscellaneous  Items. 

An  earnest  effort  was  made  by  the  School  Garden  Com- 
mittee of  tlie  Improvement  Association,  in  co-operation  with 
the  teachei-s,  to  increase  the  number  of  home  gardens  by 
children.  Eighty-hve  children  carried  through  a garden 
project,  as  against  seventy  last  year.  Three  regular  prizes 
were  awarded  as  follows:  First,  Nelson  Hillman;  second, 

John  Alden;  third,  Anna  Blossom.  Fourth  prizes  for  merit- 
ous  work  were  given  to  Clarence  Blossom,  Bradford  Blossom, 
^lary  iNfello,  Virginia  Damos  and  Enos  Hay.  No  prizes  were 
offered  for  ffowers  this  year  but  the  committee  could  not 
resist  the  temptation  to  recognize  the  delightful  little  flower 
garden  by  Kuth  and  Alice  Harring. 

Two  addresses  have  been  given  since  September  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Fairhaven  Union  Teachers  Association. 
Deputy  Commissioner  of  Education,  Frank  B.  Wright,  gave 
one  to  the  teachers,  and  W.  R.  Balch,  war  editor  of  the 
Boston  Transcript,  spoke  to  the  general  public  at  a meeting 
held  in  December. 

The  High  school  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  beautiful 
calendar  for  1918  which  was  issued  recently.  The  designing 
and  coloring  were  done  by  pupils  in  the  Free  Hand  Drawing 
classes,  the  printing  by  the  printing  classes,  and  the  quota- 
tions by  the  English  department. 

At  the  Rogers  School  a ‘‘store”  has  been  established  for 
the  purpose  of  vitalizing  the  work  in  arithmetic.  From 
various  sources  a large  stock  of  merchandise  has  been  col- 
lected. This  is  attractively  displayed  in  a section  of  the  hall. 
The  fixtures  were  made  by  the  boys  of  the  manual  training 
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department.  It  is  believed  that  this  new  venture  in  ‘‘real 
business”  will  be  highly  successful. 

The  fundamental  factor  in  successful  school  work  is  a 
spirit  of  co-operation  between  all  the  agencies  involved  in 
the  results.  In  a large  degree  this  exists  in  Fairhaven, 
That  is  why  steady  progress  has  characterized  your  schools 
during  the  j^ear.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1917. 

To  the  Trustees  of  The  Milliceiit  Library: — 

In  this  season  of  the  annual  reports  of  public  institutions 
and  business  organizations,  I imagine  that  there  will  be  very 
few  indeed  which  will  not  in  large  measure  be  taken  up  with 
their  reactions  to  ‘‘America  at  war.”  In  looking  over  the 
monthly  rej)orts  of  this  library  I find  that  practically  every 
special  effort  out  of  the  ordinary  routine  has  been  along  some 
line  directly  or  indirectly  connected  with  war  service. 

What  have  Ave  done? 

First,  the  library  has  tried  to  do  its  share  in  the  agri- 
cultural preparedness,  the  home  garden  and  the  food  preser- 
vation and  conservation  movements.  Cooperating  with  the 
Home  Garden  Committee  of  the  FairhaA^en  Improvement 
Association  Ave  acted  as  the  distributing  agency  for  all 
bulletins,  circulars  and  other  adA-ertising  material  that  could 
be  used  to  promote  or  assist  the  movement.  Duplicate  copies 
of  the  most  useful  and  practical  of  the  bulletins  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  State 
Board  of  Agriculture  Avere  secured  and  distributed. 

In  much  the  same  Avay  Ave  haAm  helped  push  the  home 
canning  and  food  conservation  campaigns.  We  liaA^e  dis- 
tributed seAmral  hundred  bulletins  on  canning  by  the  Amrious 
methods,  drying,  pickling  and  on  the  economical  use  of  differ- 
ent kinds  of  food.  In  addition,  two  lists  Avere  prepared  and 
printed  on  opposite  sides  of  a 3"x8"  slip,  one  a list  of  books 
and  pamphlets  on  canning  and  food  preservation,  the  other 
a list  of  economical  cookbooks  and  bulletins  helpful  in  saving 
food.  These  Avere  distributed  from  the  desk  and  through 
the  mail. 

Through  the  use  of  })Osters  and  the  bulletin  board  Ave 
have  endeavored  to  assist  the  Red  Cross,  the  Liberty  Loan 
and  other  campaigns. 

The  nation  Avide  campaign  to  provide  books  for  the  sol- 
diers and  sailors  and  to  establish  in  every  training  camp 
libraries  similar  to  public  libraries  Avas  one  Avhich  Avas 
directly  “up  to”  the  libraries  of  the  country  to  put  through. 


The  American  Lil)i*ary  Association  was  asked  by  the  Fos- 
dick  Commission  of  Training  Camp  Activities  to  assume 
responsibility  for  this  feature  of  camp  life.  A Library  War 
Council,  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  War  and  headed  by 
Mr.  Frank  A.  Vanderlip,  of  New  York,  took  charge  of  the 
financial  campaign  to  raise  $1,000,000  for  the  purpose. 
Every  toAvn  and  city  in  the  country  was  alloted  a quota  to 
be  raised  equal  in  dollars  to  five  percent  of  its  population 
and  local  trustees  and  librarians  were  asked  to  take  charge 
of  the  campaign  Avhich  was  held  during  the  week  of  Sept. 
28rd  to  29th. 

Fairhaven’s  quota  was  $313.85  but  such  was  the 
response  that  $451.55,  45%  in  excess  of  our  quota,  was 
raised  locally,  a tribute  to  the  appeal  of  the  cause,  the  gen- 
erosity of  Fairhaven  people  and  the  splendid  effort  of  the 
trustees  who  did  the  soliciting. 

The  country  wide  total  collected  was  $1,200,000,  which 
has  been  supplemented  by  a gift  from  the  Carnegie  Cor- 
i:>oration  of  enough  money  to  erect  the  library  buildings  in 
nearly  all  the  cantonments, 

Fairhaven  also  responded  well  to  the  call  for  gifts  of 
books  and  magazines.  During  August,  September  and 
October,  over  700  books  and  several  thousand  magazines 
contributed  by  people;  in  Fairhaven  were  sent  to  Camp  Dev- 
ens  and  other  camps  in  New  England. 

In  response  to  a call  for  men  experienced  in  library 
work  to  volunteer  for  temporary  service  in  the  organization 
and  the  administration  of  the  camp  libraries,  the  librarian 
was  given  by  vote  of  the  Board,  Sept.  9,  a leave  of  absence 
of  from  six  weeks  to  two  months  for  this  work.  The  call 
came  November  1st  to  go  to  Camp  Upton,  Long  Island,  New 
York  and  I have  given  the  last  two  months  of  the  year  to 
this  very  important  organization  work.  I have  had  the  sat- 
isfaction of  seeing  the  library  facilities  in  that  camp  grow 
from  possibh^  1200  books  scattered  in  seven  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
buildings  to  nearly  8000  volumes  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  huts. 
1500  books  placed  in  the  buildings  of  the  Knights  of  Colum- 
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bus,  1000  volumes  in  the  wards  at  the  Base  Hospital,  15,000 
placed  in  the  barracks  as  special  company  libraries  and  over 
5000  newly  purchased  books  and  good  gift  non-fiction,  all 
pocketed,  roughly  catalogued  and  ready  for  circulation, 
packed  in  boxes  waiting  for  the  completion  of  the  library 
bviilding  about  Jan,  15th.  There  has  already  been  a demand 
for  books  for  study  and  reference  along  military  and  tech- 
nical lines  as  well  as  for  recreation  and  I know  that  the 
library  Vill  be  not  only  a popular  institution  but  an  educa- 
tional and  military  asset  to  the  camp.  For  the  opportunity 
to  take  part  in  this  work,  I have  to  thank  the  trustees  of  the 
library  who  granted  me  the  leave  of  absence  and  also  the 
members  of  the  staff  Avho  naturalh'  took  on  added  duties  and 
responsibilit3^ 

The  library  Avill  have  another  opportunity  for  service 
early  this  year.  The  establishment  of  a station  of  the  United 
States  Naval  Reserve  Force  in  FairhaA^en  means  the  quarter- 
ing of  from  200  to  400  men  in  the  barracks  on  Fort  street. 
Lieutenant  Washburn,  the  commander  of  the  section,  has 
Avelcomed  the  plan  of  this  library  to  loan  tAvo  or  three 
hundred  books  for  the  use  of  the  men  in  the  barracks  and 
has  offered  to  provide  the  shelving  for  them  in  the  men’s, 
recreation  room.  In  addition,  Ave  Avill  Avelcome  the  men  at 
The  Millicent  Library  building  and  grant  them  the  same 
privileges  for  reading  and  taking  out  books  as  residents  of 
FairhaA^en. 


The  number  of  books  added  the  past  year  Avas  1040, 
nearly  three  hundred  less  than  Avere  added  in  1916.  One 
hundred  and  eighty-eight  books  Avere  AvithdraAvn.  The  total 
number  of  books  in  the  library  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  ; 

23,761.  The  only  special  purchase  Avas  the  neAV  edition  of 
the  NeAV  International  Encyclopedia.  Our  entrance  into  the 
Avar  has  meant  an  increased  demand  and  consequent  dupli- 
cation of  military  handbooks,  books  on  first  aid  and  the  like 
and  personal  Avar  narratives.

The  library  has  been  fortunate  in  receiving  gratis  much 
good  war  material  from  English  sources.  We  also  received 
from  Mr.  Urban  H.  Broughton  of  London  several  copies  of 
his  excellent  little  monograph,  ‘‘The  British  Empire  at 
War.”  Through  the  generosity  of  i\Irs.  Winsor  of  the  Board, 
the  library  was  enabled  to  possess  a copy  of  the  beautiful 
English  Bible  which  was  published  a few  years  ago  under 
the  auspices  of  a committee  headed  by  the  Bishop  of  Lon- 
don. It  is  a rare  opportunity  for  this  library  to  possess  such 
a fine  piece  of  book-making  and  the  beautiful  colored  illus- 
trations, the  paper,  the  typography  and  the  binding  of  this 
three  volume  Bible  are  an  inspiration  in  themselves.  From 
the  Job  C.  Tripp  estate,  the  library  has  received  valuable 
photographs,  the  manuscripts  of  addresses  made  by  Mr. 
Tripp  on  various  occasions  and  Mr.  Tripp’s  Japan  corres- 
pondence. 


Registration  and  Circulation. 

Four  Imndred  and  twelve  new  borrowers  registered  dur- 
ing'the  year,  bringing  the  total  number  of  cards  issued  on 
the  three  years’  registration  period  which  ended  Dec.  31st 
up  to  2924. 

The  number  of  books  issued  for  home  use  from  the  main 
library  was  48,070,  a gain  of  847  over  last  j^ear.  There  have 
been  no  new  rules  or  changes  in  regulations.  Personal  war 
narratives  continue  to  be  the  most  popular  books  and  even 
the  fiction  most  in  demand  during  the  year  has  been  that  in- 
spired by  the  v:ar,  as  ‘'Mr.  Britling  sees  it  through”  and 
“Christine.” 

During  the  year  i\Irs.  Leighton  and  Miss  Perry  com- 
pleted the  compilation  of  the  short  subject  lists  of  fiction 
mentioned  in  last  year’s  report.  These  lists  have  been  type- 
written and  placed  in  a loose-leaf  binder  and  their  constant 
use  has  proved  them  to  be  as  satisfactory  a bit  of  work  in 
this  line  as  the  library  has  ever  undertaken.  Mrs.  Leighton 
has  also  arranged  a complete  separate  title  list  of  fiction  on 
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cards.  These  have  been  placed  in  two  drawer  cabinets 
which  have  been  found  invich  easier  of  use 'by  the  public  than 
the  regular  catalog. 


Children’s  Room  and  Work  With  Schools. 

The  uunil)er  of  books  issued  from  the  children’s  room 
was  13,119,  an  increase  over  last  year.  ^liss  Perry  has  con- 
tinued the  coui*se  of  instruction  in  the  use  "of  the  library  to 
tlie  seventh  and  eighth  grades  in  the  schools  with  satisfactory 
results. 

For  the  past  year  or  two,  Miss  Perry  in  collaboration 
with  the  public  school  teachers  has  been  preparing  a graded 
list  of  books  for  supplementary  reading  for  use  in  the  schools. 
Typewritten  experimexital  lists  have  been  in  use  for  some 
time.  This  fall  revised  lists,  the  result  of  the  experimenta- 
tion were  accepted  and  turned  over  to  the  School  Depart- 
ment to  be  printed. 


Oxford  Branch. 

The  circulation  of  books  from  the  Oxford  Branch  was 
6,085,  which  is  slightly  less  than  the  record  of  last  year.  The 
falling  off  was  chiefly  in  the  spring  and  summer,  for  the 
last  few  months  have  shown  a decided  increase  in  circula- 
tion over  the  same  months  in  1916. 

At  the  opening  of  the  fall  term,  the  School  Department 
required  the  use  of  the  room  which  they  had  so  generously 
loaned  the  library  for  a reading  room.  This  department  was 
therefore  closed  and  the  list  of  magazines  subscribed  for 
was  materially  reduced,  about  a dozen  popular  periodicals 
being  retained  for  direct  circulation. 

i\Ir.  Stanley  Kendrick,  who  had  been  in  charge  of  the 
branch  from  its  opening  in  1915,  resigned  in  August  be- 
cause of  the  pressure  of  his  regular  duties.  The  resignation 
was  accepted  with  much  regret  for  to  his  efforts  were  due 
in  no  small  measure  the  popularity  of  the  branch  from  the 
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beginning.  Mr.  Albin  Silva  was  appointed  to  the  position 
and  has  handled  the  work  efficiently. 

Building  and  Grounds. 

Very  little  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  repairs  or  im- 
provements on  the  libraiy  property.  The  high  cost  of  ma- 
terial and  labor  precluded  the  extension  of  the  curbing  to 
the  William  Street  and  Walnut  Street  sides  of  the  library 
or  the  purchase  of  some  sort  of  floor  covering  for  parts  of 
the  building,,  two  very  desirable  improvements. 

In  September,  the  library  received  as  a loan  from  Mr. 
Ernest  S.  Tappan  of  Boston  a remarkably  fine  copy  in  oils 
of  the  Madonna  of  the  Chair  by  Raphael.  The  loan  was 
especially  appreciated  for  the  painting  was  purchased  many 
years  ago  in  Italy  by  Judge  Francis  Tappan,  a former  resi- 
dent of  Fairhaven,  and  had  hung  for  many  years  in  his 
home  on  Fort  Street.  The  picture  was  placed  over  the 
mantel  in  the  trustees’  room. 

Personal. 

On  July  13,  1917,  Job  Carver  Tripp,  an  honored  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  fifteen  years  passed  away 
at  the  ripe  old  age  of  eighty-eight.  Mr.  William  B.  Gardner 
was  elected  at  the  November  meeting  to  fill  the  vacancy.
